wires or expects them to prove, it is not difli-
cult to break the force of their testimony by
ringing the changes on the maxim that *‘it is |
the biggest rogue that turns State's evidence.”
Dut in McLaughlin'a case, he contradicts in
court (he statements he made before the
Mayor, alleging as an excuss for his prevari-
oation that he was ‘‘skeered” by that official.
He now asserts that the men he had driven in
his coach on the day of the assault were
“‘bigger men" than the prisoners; and that he
first became sacquainted with Mara and
Dougherty in New York subsequent to the
attempted assassination of Mr. Brooks,

This unexpected course of Laughlin, con.
pled with the attempts of the Commonwealth
to prove the contradictory character of hiyg
statements, constituted the leading feature of |
the proceedings yesterday. But there was
some other evidence adduced to prove that
the prisoners at the bar probably made the
assault. Onewitness, who alleges that he is no-
quainted with Langhlin, Dougherty, and Mara,
testified that he saw them in Front street,
near Arch, on the day of the assault, and that
a few days previous he had seen Dougherty
and Mara enter Laughlin's carriage, but it
appears from the cross-examination of this
witness that efforts will be made on the one
side to argue that he was tampered with by |
the detectives, and on the other that agents
of the whisky ring endeavored to seal his lips.

The twrning point of the case will be
whether the Commonwealth’s evidence is |
sufficient to prove beyond a reasonable doubt
the identity of the prisoners with the parties
who made the assault. The counsel for the |
Commonwealth evidently expected that Me-
Langhlin would give direct testimony on this
point, and it remains to be seen whether,
since they have been foiled in this atiempt.
sufficient evidence will be obtained from other |
sources.

The association of Laughlin, Mura, Dough-
eity, and a young man who rejoices in the
name of ‘‘Bottles” at New York,.and al
Coney Island, after the assault, is proved by
the doteotives and admitted by Laughlin; and
although this ciroumstance is by no means o
conclusive evidence of guilt, it possesses, in
connection with the other features of the
case, deep significance.

den and Amboy Hailrond has recently intro-

| duced a systéta of signalling that renders

collision between trains almost impossible,
except through the grossest carelessness of
the employes, and their signal superintendent,
Mr. Robert Stewart, has just perfected an

| invention which is at once ingeunious and

beautifully simple, for the purpose of obviu-
ting any danger to trains from the misplace-
ment of switches or drawbridges.

A number of promiuvent railroad wmen,
members of the press, and others. visited
Trenton yeslerday for the purpose of ex-

~ amining this invention in practical operation,

and the unanimous verdict was that M.
Stewart bhas perfected a very important and.
valuable contrivance, which must in a very
short time be brought into wse on every rail-
road in the United States. Like most great

. inventions, this is remarkable for its beauti-

ful simplicity, and it practically renders an
accident from a misplaced switch or draw-
bridge an impossibility. It is intended that
there shall be a signal station some distance
on etch side of a switch or drawbridge, which
will be in full view by day and night of an
approaching train, A telegraph will connact

| the switch with a little instrument in the sig-

pal-box, so that wheneverthe awiteh is moved
the red signal of danger is dropped, warning
the engineer to stop his train to find ont what
is the mnatter.. This instroment operates
with the utmost certainty. and il
entirely out of the control of the
switch-man or any other person Other
contrivanees to sccomplish the same objeot
have been upplied on sowe of the roads, but
they are sll open to the objection that they
will not show the danger =ignal unless the
fwitch itself is displaced. One of the great
mevits of Mr. Btewart's instrument is, that if
a bolt is out, if the telegeaph wive is ont, if
the battery is not snpplied with aeid, or, in
fact, if anything whalever is the maiter with
the switeh or the instrument itself. the fact is
immediately made known by the lowering of

the danger signal, and the eonductor of n¢

train is obliged to stop and see what is the
difficulty before he can proceed. I'lhis inven-
tion is of even more importanee as au uttach-
ment to'deawbridges, and it operates in ex
actly the same-manner as on a switeh, 1f the
bridge is no more than a quarter of an inch
out of its proper place, the fuet is immedi-
ntely telegraphed to the signal station awd
waming given to the npproaching train,

It will epsily be seeu that such a eon
trivance a8 this does away with a prolitie
source of danger on railroads, and nothing
but the grossest carelessness on the part of
an engineer can ever chyse an accident at a
switch or deawbridge, The {nstrament is
simiple and inexpensive, and it leaves no ex-
cuse whatever for negligence on the part of
the officers ob @aployes of a toad. The patent
